A large collection of music scores, textbooks, and instructional materials in braille, 
large print, and on disc and cassette recordings is available to blind and physically 
handicapped individuals through the National Library Service for the Blind and 
Physically Handicapped (NLS). This special music library was created by the United 
States Congress in 1962 as a part of the Library of Congress free national library of 
service of braille and recorded books and magazines. Although the general reading 
program is administered by NLS through a nationwide network of cooperating 
libraries, music patrons are requested to deal directly with the Music Section, NLS. 

The NLS music collection is a major resource for blind, partially sighted, and 
physically handicapped musicians, music students, and others who enjoy music. The 
collection contains braille music scores and braille books about music; beginning self- 
instruction courses, books, lectures, demonstrations, and other educational materials 
on cassettes and discs; large-print music scores and large-print books about music. All 
materials and machines are provided free and no postage is needed. 

The Music and Musicians series of catalogs lists materials available and is 
published in large print and in the format of the material. Two bimonthly magazines 
provide reprints of articles from music magazines and selective listings of music 
materials available from NLS. The Musical Mainstream, published in braille, large- 
print, and cassette editions, contains articles of general musical interest and on the 
study and performance of the classics; Contemporary Sound Track: A Review of Pop, 
Jazz, Rock, and Country covers the popular music scene. Music Article Guide, a 
quarterly print publication that indexes print music magazines, is reproduced in 
braille; readers can request recordings of particular articles. 

Eligibility for the program is determined by the inability to see well enough to 
read a conventional print book or the inability to hold a book or turn a page. In- 
dividuals who desire service will need a brief statement describing the characteristics of 
their disability from a competent authority such as a medical doctor, registered nurse, 
optometrist, professional staff member of a hospital or other institution or agency, or, 
in the absence of these, a professional librarian. 

For specific eligibility requirements or to obtain application forms for music or 
reading services, readers should consult their cooperating libraries, or write to the Na- 
tional Library Service for the Blind and Physically Handicapped, Library of Con- 
gress, Washington, D.C. 20542. 
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
